| WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—In or- 
der to force France ahd Great Brit- 
ain to restore territory regarded as 
wrested from Liberia by coercion 
and without justification, the Am- 
erical Colonization society, of which 
Henry Ciay and President Madison 
were once members, ° will ask the 
United States government to make 
representations to those countries. 
The section of Liberia involved in 
the dispute comprises its richest 
part, for deposits of gold and other 
minerals are numerous. The col- 
onization society acquired the ri@hts 


to a huge tract by an agreement 
“made ‘in 1848) establishing’ the Re-] 


public of Liberia as an antomathy ~§ 


government. The tract was obtains 
ed in order that the Americans 
might send colonies to take up the 
land and develop it, beeoming citi- 
zens of Liberia. British 
precipitated the difficulty that led 
to Great Britain’s presenting large 
damage claims. It fs safd that the 
native chiefs were induced to sell 
their holdings along the sea coast 
to the British. The French en- 
croachments on the ivory and grain 
| coasts was a similar story. Liberia 
sold the valuable coast for $5,000. 
Menaces of force by England and 
by France effected both encroach-
